Dear Mr. Attorney General: 

On March 20, 1968, I requested clarification from 
your office of a matter regarding a Louisiana witness 
subpoena. A copy of my letter is enclosed. 

Since that time, we have unsuccessfully attempted 
to determine why U.S. Attorney David Brass refused to 
serve the subpoena in question. We had hoped to ask 
you about this matter during your Los Angeles visit 
yesterday, but as you will recall, you declined to 
discuss subjects other than the police chiefs' meeting 
at San Dimas. 

Now that almost seven months have passed, perhaps 
we might be permitted to know the reason for the 
unusual action by Mr. Bress. I would appreciate 
either a written reply, or permission to tape record 
'any telephoned communication from your office. 

In the meantime, you may be interested in the 
enclosed news commentary.
